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Part 1 1 : The applicant argues in papes 5-7 for claims that the secondary reference by Simanapalli et al. does not disclose the limitation of 
"a denominator device that estimates a value of 1/X(n) based at least in part on a prior estimated value of 1/X(n) and (particularly) a 
transition speed of X(n)" since Simanapalli et al. requires that sampling rate be sufficiently high such that the envelope changes between 
adjacent samples are very small. 

The examiner respectfully submits that the claims purely require the estimated value of 1/X(n) is based on prior estimate and a transition 
speed of X(n). The current language of the claim does not require whether the sampling rate should be low or high as argued by the 
applicant. As long as the reference discloses a means of transition speed of the samples, that reference clearly anticipates the specific 
claimed limitation. 
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
